The Author'. Story of HOT* He C»m< 


«o Write It. 


A writer in the Lewiston Jorjrna 


Who interviewed Rev. Elijah Kellogf 
says: 


When asked if he had written any 


declamations besides "Spartacus to the 
Gladiators," "Begulus to the Cartha- 
ginians," "Virginius to the Roman Ar- 
my" and "Pericles to the People," he 
replied thct he had written "Icillus," 
but that It had never been published. 
Then ho asked the writer if he had 
ever heard how "Spartacus" came to 
bo written, and when told that he had 
never heard an authentic statement 
concerning it Mr. Kellogg said: 


"During my first year in Andover 


Theological seminary we were rwulred 
to write original declamations and de- 
claim them before an audience. A com- 
mittee of three seniors criticised the 
speaker publicly, and Professor Parke 
performed the same duty privately. I 
always dreaded to face an audience 
and especially to be criticised publicly, 
and so I thought I would write some- 
thing, that would so interest them In 
the story of it that the critics would 
forget to notice the errors, and so I 
wrote 'Spartacus.' When I had finish- 
ed declaiming it, the professor asked 
the committee if they had anj, sugges- 
tions to offer, aad they said they had 
not, but Professor Parke told me pri- 
vately that there were errors that 
might be mentioned, but that he was 
glad I had made a departure from the 
old custom of declaiming nothing but 
sermons and moral disquisitions and 
had given them some rhetoric." 


So the author of "Spartacus" waa the 


first declaimed of it. Little did he 
think that ha was the first of thou- 
sands of academic and collegiate 
youths on boih sides of the sea to re- 
cite a composition of so humble origin. 
This bft of literary history is precious 
as coming from the lips of this grand 
old man, and this interview will forev- 
er have a safe place in the treasure 
house of tfre writer's memory.

and other disease germ*.
